up articles ‘of capitulation, which being verbally granted, ar- 
ticles were accerdingly prepared between his Excellency Govery , 
nor Cheiter and me, and tent out by feven o’clock that even- 
ing; but, before we .could fend them General Galve2 
fent in a lift of terms and conditions that hé.could got difpenfe 
with in the propofed capitulation; however, they were not at 
this time taken notice ofi° In about two hours after, anfwers 
to our original propofals were réturned, which, among other 
things, plainly iadicated that-we mutt become prifoners of war, 
otherwife there could be no éapitulation : I, therefore, jmme- 
diately drew up the sft and 17th articles of the prefent capitu- ’ 
lation in the words in which they now ftand, which I fent out 
to Gencral Galvez, with a meffage, that, unlefs thefe were af- 
fented to as principal and preliminary articles, the ceflation 
was, at an end, and hoftilities might begin as foon as he thought 
proper ; but in cafe thefe were agreed to, it appeared to me 
probable that there would be no difficulty in adjuiting rhe other 
articles the enfuing day ; whereupon they, were returned con- 
ditionally ratified, but which conditions have fince, been, with- 
drawn. The ceffition being thereby continued, I early next 
morning prepared a new draft of articles of, capitulation, in 
which the {tipulations of the preceding day-were, attended to, 
and fome new claufes, that occurred to be neceffary, in addi- 
tion to thofe of the preceding day, inferted ;, to which Gover- 
nor Chefter confenting, they were, on the morning of the gth 
of May, fent out to General Galvez by Brigade- Major Camp- 
bell, who being fully informed of my fehtiments apon them 
collectively and feparately, was empowered to clear up and 
difcufs them with his Excellency. Accordingly General. Gal- 
vez, upon an inveltigation and difcuflion of. them, article by 
article; agreed to them verbally, with fome infignificant refer- 
vations. 5a@hereupon. heawas permitted to take poflefion of the 
garrifon of, Penfacola that evening, with a. guard. for his 
perfon, .¢he ‘being indifpofed) and Major Campbell left jin 
his camp,, with General Efpeleta and |General, Galvez’s 
Secretary; toput down the anfwers in’ writing si: but 
they, notwithftanding General Galvez’s verbal ratification, 
flared objeétions tothe rath, "7th, and. 240h articles, 
which however were “next ty renioved “by General Galvez 
himfelf; and two additional articles, the 27th and 28th, 
being likewife agreed upon and inferted, the whole, as 
it now ftands, was ratified and exchanged, and poffeflion given 
that fame evening, to the arms of Spain, of Fort George and 
it’s adjoining works, and of the Royal Navy Redoubt the en- 
fuing day. 

It has been my misfortune, my Lord, to be employed in an 
ill-fated corner of his Majefty’s dominions ; but I truft that the 
calamities that have befallen Weft-Florida will not be imputed 
to me: My endeavours have anremittingly been exerted for its 
prefervation to the Britifh Empire, fince I took upov me the 
military command ; and if my labours and exertions to-that end 
fhall but find favour with my Sovereign, I-fhall forget the 
frowns of fortune, and be happy’in the Royal approbation. 

Since the capitulation we have learned, frem the beft autho 
rity, that the combined regular land treops.of the enemy on 
{hore did not.canfilt of fewer than 7860 -men;~belides feamen 
and marines ; to which being added the confideration of 15 
fhips of the line and 6 frigates, King’s fnows, floops, &c. &c. 
being fa long employed on this fervice, and the confeiion of 
, many of their officers, of their having an artillery faffigient to 
have carried before Gibraltar (their own expreifion). 

‘Permit me now, my Lord, to remark the obligations T am 
under to the officers and feamen of the Royal navy, who, after 
they were landed, chearfully and readily co-operated in the 
detence on fhore, and performed every thing that could be 
expected from the well-known charafter of Britith feamen for 
| undaunted zeal and intrepidity in their country’s fervice. Cap- 

tains Deans and Kelly did every thing I could expect from their 
rank and ftation. But I take the liberty more efpecially of re- 
commending Lieutenants Miller, of the Mentor, and. Har- 
good, of the Port Royal, to your Lordfhip’s patronage and 
protection, for their brave and fpirited conduct and remitting 
attention to the good of the King’s fervice, the former as com. 
manding officer of the feamen in the advanced redoubt, and the 
latter in the Royal navy redoubs, ar the Red Cliffs, that. were 
confidered the pofts of danger and honour. 

The Royal Artillery, both officers and men (to whom were 
joined twelve artillery men of the regiment of Waldeck) were 
indefatigable in their exertions, and, from the time the enemy’s 
batteries were opened, were inceffantly on duty ; notwithf{tand- 
ing which, they only appeared the more animated by danger, 
and the more zealous to acquire honour and merit applaufe. I 
affure your Lordfhip, that I was perteély well fapported by 
the field officers and commanding officers of corps under my

command, ia their maintenance of order, difcipline, aad alert- 
nefs on duty among the troops. Lieutenant-Colonel De Horn, 
of the Waldeck regiment, and Major M‘Donald of the Mary- 
Jand Provincial Corps, the only field officers in the garrifon of 
Fort George, went through a great deal of fatigue in the execu- 
tion of their duty with zeal, promptnefs, and alaerity ; and, in 
juttice.to them, I muft obferve, that the fally of the 4th inft.

“That the nobleman in queftion had been one of the -tirft to 
recognize-and declare this nation’s right to a free and ungontrouled , 
commetce j:attd that his former noble cifisterefted conduét, the defire 
he mutt -have to retain -his prefent exalted reputation, with that noble 
pride of anceltry which difdains:to ftoop, were a full fecutity for pla- 
cing unlimited confidence in his Excellency’s. declarations. . ‘ 

He therefore moved, ‘* ‘That an addrefs fhould be prefented:to his 
Majefty,: declaratory of the moft iunfeigned and heart-felt duty, loyal- 
ty, and attachment to his Majefty’s perfon and govérnment. 

* That they thould return moft gratefal thanks to his Majefty, for 
having, placed in the government of this kingdom a nobleman, from 
whofe cultivated talents, experienced abilities, and known vistues,, we 
have every reafon to expett, that the happinefs of Ireland will be fecu- 

 Vhat the great and fibftantial benefits which have been'commué 
nicated to this country, through the benign influence of his Majefty’s 
Jove for his fubjeéts, and the wifdom and liberality of the Britifh Par- 
liament, are already felt in the encreafe of our manufadtures:and the 
extenfion of our commerce; that we may reafonably ¢xpeét further 
Facilities to the exertion of induftry, and a further <difufion of national 
employ ment, apd wealth, ‘when the bleffings of peace thall-be reftored 
to the world. ; ;

That deeply interefted for our Sovercign’s domeftic felicity, we 
offer our congratulations to his Majefty upon the birth of another 
Princes; and confider every encreafe df his Majefty’s family as adding 
fecurity to that happy fucceffon, to which his Majefty’s loyal fubjeéts 
of Ireland have at-all times thewn the ‘moft fteady and mott inviolate’
